Shall There Be Peace? 


The sudden and startling announcement by Germany on October 14 of 
her withdrawal from the disarmament conference and of her intention to 
Fesign her membership in the League of Nations, coupled with the immediate 


ij 


decisions, threw a new note of alarm and disquietude into a world already 
distressed with a multiciplicity of problems. For months past the. leading 
statesmen of the world have been striving to avert another war, and to 
bring the nations into agreement in regard to disarmament in order, not only 
to ease the finaficial burden which such armaments impose, but. to provide 
assurance of future peace. Germany's precipitate action endangers the suc- 
pend these efforts which, in many ways, were not too promising in any 
event. 

What can Canada do to help avert such a disaster as another world 
war? As a matter’ of fact, can the people of this Dominion do anything? 
Nothing spectacular perhaps; nothing possibly of a direct nature. Neverthe- 
léss, neither Canada’ nor other nations smaller. and ‘less important in the 
world arena than’ Canada, are altogether powerless. Hach ‘and all have their 
influence to throw in the scale for or against war. Our own attitude towards 
other nations is one way in which we will convey to them our stand for war 
‘or peace. If we favor extreme nationalistic policies, then in the eyes of other 
nations we will. be regarded in an unfriendly light, and our influence will 
thus be thrown in the scale of war, If, on the other hand, we steadily and 
consistently, and in every possible way, display goodwill towards other 
nations, and prove by our acts that we desire the largest and freest inter- 
‘course and co-aperation with them; that we recognize their problems and are 
‘willing to help in their solution; that we are not taking a purely selfish posi- 
tion in our international relationships; then, Cariada will make friends, will 
extend existing friendships, will increase its influence with other nations, and 
will be in a position to do much to maintain peace and banish war. 

Following the announcement of Germany’s intentions, Hon. Arthur Hen- 
derson, British chairman of the world disarmament conference in what a 
Press correspondent at Geneva described as. swift and emphatic phrase, 
demanded a new effort for disarmament. Mr. Henderson’s words are address- 
ed to all peoples and nations, Canada included. Giving heed to them is one 
‘way. in which Canada may at this time help prevent a recurrence of war. It 
is important that those words should reach as many: people as possible, thus 
we aid in the good work by passing them on to the readers of this column. 

“My message to you,” Mr, Henderson told a great peace delegation, “is 
that disarmament must g0 on and the League covenant must not.be treated 
&@s a scrap of paper. It cost ten million dead and twenty million wounded to 
bring the League into being. We will not break faith with the dead who fell 
that there should be no more war. We will not suffer the hope that peace will, 
be killed. We will not let the world plunge into barbarism through another 
world war. 

“To you who represent public opinion, I would say, nail your flag to the 
mast of the League. Make the will to peace stronger and more steadfast. 
than the will to war. Every task or organizing peace must spur us to further | 
efforts. Every delay or defeat must call forth fresh reserve, stubborn and) 
relentless energy. | 

“We are faced with a situation that makes it necessary to go down to 
fundanientals. We must think things out afresh. We must search our own! 
hearts and consciences. We must take our stand and tell the world where we | 
stand. The withdrawal of Germany makes it necessary to ask ourselves what} 
it is we are trying to do in Geneva. | 

“What is the enterprise to which the civilized world has been committed | 
since humanity emerged from the greatest and most terrible war in history? | 
The answer is we-are endeavoring to organize peace.” ‘ 

The enterprise was not confined to members of the League, he went on, | 
but the League was the core and the basis of a collective peace system. “'So| 
long as each nation is the judge of its own rights to free arms and uses its | 
arms as it sees fit, war is inevitable.

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3 BIG PUZZLES CONFRONT NRA ‘ 

WASHINGTON.— Three big riddles, freighted 
with controversy and involving vital points in the pro- 
gram of national recevery, are demanding solution in 
the immediate future by NRA officials. 

Retail trade’s proposal for minimum price control is 
to. get Gen. Hugh 8. Johnson’s verdict, and possibly that 
of President Roosevelt in the near future. 

Immediately behind is necessity for the Labor Board 
to decide whether, in arbitrating disputes, it shall re 
quire minorities of workers to abide by the will ofthe 
majority, or make it necessary in some cases for employ 
‘. ers to arbitrate with more than one group. This involves 


fundamentally the question of “¢losed shop” unioniza- 


tion, hitherto regarded as)banned by the industrial law. 

Third, and possibly most controversial, is a proposal 
rapidly coming to a head, by which some officials hope 
to tempt capital to invest in construction and new 
equipment by keeping down wages for a period of one 
year, with a mandatory increase at that time, and fur- 
ther increases at stated periods later if the volume of 
business rises, 

To Step Fluctuation. 

' ‘The idea, worked out by a group of deputies and | 
-economists to flatten out the building’ curve from its 
, present series: of booms and depressions every 10 years, 
to a 20-year, more moderate fluctuation. Its backers 
assert they are not proposing to reduce wages below the 
levels proposed ‘by industries in codes, but rather not to 
raise them for the present to a compromise between in- 
dustrial offers and fabor demands, 

Labor men already are promising fight, however, 
and an idea to require longer working hours than nor- 
mally provided by codes is said to have dropped. The 
whole project has not yet keen passed upon by Johnson, 
but will te before.him soon in the construction industry 
codes.

NRA Takes a_ Stand. 

Yet NRA has taken the stand that the industrial 
law’s declaration that workers. have the right to deal 
through representatives of their own choosing means no 
worker must be bound to go along with the majority. 
President Roosevelt has taken official action to guarantee 
the benefits obtained by union bargaining for non-union 
employes, specially in the coal fields. . 3 

On the retail code Johnson has held a series of con- 
ferences with his own staff and a collection of Govern- 
ment economists. He told them frankly that their ar- 
guments against the requirements that no sale be made 
except at the cost of goods delivered to the merchant 
plus'10 per cent, did not convince him. They left a col- 
lection of briefs for his study. 

Shortly the same question will be agitated in 
hearing on a grocer’s coce -Lefore the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration, which is opposed to the pro- 
position vigorously.

The following is the text of the 
address given by Mr. A. P, Mitchell 
Member for Leduc, on the subject of 
State Medicine at-the Kiwanis lunch 
eon recently. 

State Medicine or Health Insur- 
ance- has taken a very prominent 
place in thes modern conception of 
the State. State Medicine originated 
in Germany in the year 1884 when 
compulsory schemes of Insurance 
against sickness and accident - in- 
cluding. medical. treatment for ‘the 
wage earning section was brought 
into force and operation. Later Old 
Age Pensions were also brought in- 
to force. That these measures were 
@ success and ‘niet with the support 
of the people, ig indicated by the 
fact that they survived the loss of 
reserves on the collapse of the mark 


Austria followed Germany in the 
adoption of Compulsory State Insur- 
ance, Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland followed in 1911 with the 
National Insurance Act. | The main 
objects of the Act were sickness and 
disablement, including medical treat- 
‘ment. and medicine, and over 10 mil- 
lion workers, one third women, took 
advantage of this Act. 

An enlarged scheme of unemploy- 
ment Insurance was introduced in 
1920 and in 1925 provision was made 
for .pensions and allowances to the 
insured and their wives at the age 
of 65, Northern Ireland followed 
with a similar Act. Under this 
scheme there are over 17 milion in- 
sured, the. number of persons inter- 
ested as actual potential benefits. is 
nearly 31% millions. 

The industrial worker, of Britain 
and Northern Ireland are more fully 
protected by the State in respect of 
the contingencies of life than those 
of any other country. National or 
State, has succeeded where voluntary 
agencies have failed. 

At the present time nearly 36 
countries have state medicine and it 
is proving a great success. All per- 
sons over the age of 16 who are em- 
ployed are eligible, and this ig under 
a compulsory. Act. 

For a long time there has been a 
form of Health Insurance in Cana- 
da and ‘this has been sponsored by 
the railway companies, mine owners, 
manufacturing companies’ and muni- 
cipalities. _ The Canadian Pacific 
Railway have given to their employ- 
ees the service of a morithly sum de- 
ducted from the employees wages, 
but their scheme doeg not cover the 
dental: care or hospitalization, and 
practically the same can be said of 
all other bodies. that have entered 
the scheme. 

The Western Provinces are the 
leaders in the State Medicine scheme 
in Canada. British Columbia has ap- 
pointed a Commission who have is- 
sued a progress report; Manitoba 
has also done the same and_ the 
Committees. in these Provinces are 
working to the bringing to their re- 
spective provinces the idea of a 
scheme that sooner or later will be 
workable and give to the people of 
the Province State Medical Aid. 

Saskatchewan, we understand, are 
seriously considering appointing a| 
Commission also.
